CONVICTS ARE CHARGED 
IN DEPTHS OF COAL MINE 


Oy Bold Dash, Kansas Warden 
Qverawes Mutineers and 
Rescues Guards, 


CONVICTS HAD REBELLED 
AND SEIZED Tht OARS 


Three Hundred Criminals 
Guards as Hostages in Mine 
and Threatened To Kill 
if Demands Were Not 
Granted. 


Leavenworth, Kas., March 19.—The in- 
gurrectton of the convict miners in the 
state shaft at Lansing was brought to a 
close at. 11:30 o’clock tonight, and the 
mutinous convicts are being placed in 
their cells’as fast as they can be brought 
to the surface. The imprisoned guards 
have been released, and are again above 
* the surface. 

Shortly after nightfall the warden and 
every available officer gathered around 
the mouth of the mine, each man héavily 
armed. Hunger had begun to tell upon 
the mutinous convicts, and they began 
to parley with the warden. They sent 
him word that if he would promise not 
to inflict punishment for their action they 
would surrender and come up. To this 
the warden would not consent, sending 
down word that the gurrender must be 
unconditional, the question of punishment 
to be considered later. As the night 
wore on the warden held a consultation 
with his officers, and it was decided to 
attempt a rescue of the guards and also 
to overawe the convicts agd force their 
surrender. Selecting his men, the warden, 
with. seven or eight guards heavily 
armed, entered the hoist and were soon 
speeding dowrrward. When near. the 
bottom of the pit a heavy fusilode was 
opened, the shots being fired toward the 
top of the shaft. : 

The Convicts Fled. 


This took the wai by surprise, . 
thinking. that the. . 


end, 

“Set tor” them,. they a fled, 
the , who were soon joined by thelr 
comrades, after which they. were sent to 
the top. 

‘The guards then shares eafter the con- 
victs and soon had the ringleaders under 
arrest, when the others gave in and sur- 
rendered. The work of taking them to 
the surface began, and before morning 
the convicts will again be behind the 
bars of their cells. 

The 284 eohvicts in the coal mine at the 
State penitentiary at Lansing mutinied 
yesterday, seized the fifteen guards. stop- 
ped work and took complete possession of 
the mine. The convicts he!d the guards 
as hostages for the enforcement of their 
Gemands for lighter work .and bettef 
food. 

As many of the convicts are life term 
murderers, there was great fear today fof 
the Safety of the guards. It appears to- 
night. however, that no violence has been 
offered, the convicts merely going on 

strike. 

' At 6:30 o’clock tonight Guard MeShané, 
.one of the fifteen hostages, was hoisted 
to the top. the striking convicts permit- 
ting it because of his being sick. He 
reported that the prisoners have heen 
careful to avold = any violent act. The 
other guards are in good condition and 
will hold out as long as the convicts re- 
,-Main mutinous. McShane says. An hour 
Jater a lone convict not in sympathy with 
the strike was hoisted. As the cages were 
half the distance from the bottom of the 
‘ shaft. the prisoner was forced to climb 
forty feet. crawling up on the shaft tim- 
bers to reach the cages. 
Intended To Eat Mules. 

The convict said the men in the mine 
had had nothing to eat since noon yester- 
day except some corn coffee this morning, 
which was made from corn used to feed 
the mulés in the mine. The mules will pe 
eaten unless the strike {fs ended before 
morning, the convict says. 

At 10:80 o’clock tonight another convict 


was hoisted to the surface to confer with 


the warden. 

The convicts threatened to kill the 
guards if their demands were not com- 
piied with. The mines are worked by the 
worst class of convicts. , 

There was great consternation this 
afternoon among the families of the 
guards who are held by the convicts. 

All the penitentiary shops were closed 
and the convicts were locked i¥ their 
cells in order.to have all the guards in 
readiness for emergency to handle the 
convicts should they attempt to rush 
from the mine. 

Many complaints have been made by 
“the prisoners because of the quality of 
the food furnished them and to this 
dissatisfaction has been added allega- 
tions of mistreatment. No outbreak was 
attempted, however, until the men who 
had entered the mine refused to return 
.. unless their demands were granted. They 
Killed the mules used in.the mine and are 
living on this meat. 

‘The miners threatened to wreck the 
mines, but the threat was laughed at by 
Wartden Tomlinson, who said they would 
not attempt this, as such action would 
endanger their lives. He said he would 


. ‘gtarve them out. 


Guards Were Captured. 

The first outbreak in the mine took 
place shortly after the noon meal yes- 
. terday and was started by ‘the convicts 
in division No. 8 Of the nineteen men 
fin this divisiom sixteen seized the guard 
and overpowered him and announced 
a vo A had > em sas to strike.

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BOTHA. WILL DIE FIGHTING: 
HE REJECTS PEACE TERMS 
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GENERAL BOTHA. 
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London, March 19.—Joseph Chamberlain, 
the colonia] secretary, today informed the 
house of commons that General Botha 
has rejected the peace terms offered to 
him. 

General Botha, Mr. Chamberlain sald, 
had conveyed the information in a letter 
to General. Kitchener, in which he an- 
nounced that he was not disposed to 
recommend the terms of peace General 
Kitchener was instructed to offer him 
to the earnest consideration of his gOV- 
ernment. General Botha added that his 
government and his chief officers entirely 
agreed with this view. 

Mr. Chamberlain added: “I propose to 
lay the papers connected with the nego- 
tiations on the table tonight.” ¥ 

During the discussion of the composi- 


tion of the Transvaal concessions com+ 
mission, Arthur Basi] Markham, liberal, 
asserted that the commission was made 
up of persons affiliated with several erent 
South African companies. 

Mr. Chamberlain replied that while he 
would not be influenced by South African 
capitalists, he was not to be precluded 
from using any man who happened to be 
connected with some capitalist in South 
Africa. 

The issuance of parliamentary papers 
on the negotiations between Lord Kitch- 
ener and General Botha is delayed. Gen- 
eral Botha’s refusal to accept the peace 
terms offered him is commented upon 
with an evident sense of relief. The idea 
that Lord Kitchener initiated the nego- 
tiations instead of General Botha, as had 
been supposed, is unpalatable to the Brit- 
ish press. 

The Daily Mail under the editorial cap- 
tion,. “Our Rejected Suit,’’ asks why the 
government instructed Lord Kitchener to 
sue for peace after the murder of the 
peace envoys and concludes as follows: 

‘“‘Let the war be pressed to the utmost, 
and let further reinforcements be prepar- 
ed, for they may be needed, but above all, 
let us have no more ‘negotiations.’ ”’ 

Making the Country Desolate. 

Mafeteng, Basutoland, Monday, March 
18.—General Bruce Hamilton's force, 
which is swooping over the southeast 
portion of Orange river colony, has reach- 
ed Wepener, where the troops found 
heav~ stocks of grain and cattle. Thev 
carried away as much as possible, but 
had to destroy 30,000 bags of grain. The 
houses of Wepener were found to be in- 
tact. 
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OF CELESTIAL CIVILIZATION 
WU TING-FANG DESCANTS 
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MINISTER WI TING FANG. 
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Chicazo. Match 19.—Wu Ting-fang de- 
livered the convocation address of th 
University of Chicago at the Studebaker 
theater this aftérnoon before the faculty 
of the institution and an audience that 
packed the theater to the doors. Mr, Wu 
took for his subject ‘Chinese Civil'za- 
tion.“ His defense of the civilization of 
his native cotiftry, in his comparisons 
with that of the civilization of the occli- 
dent. was much applauded. Mr. Wu said 
China had been to other nations like the 
reclise community in the heart of a 
mountain, as told by a Chinese writer of 
1500 years ago, a community that, flee- 
ing from the persecutions of the Chin 
dynasty. had foind peace and tranquility 
and, content with their lot, had no desire 
to emerge into the turmoil and excite- 
ment of a more ‘active life. 

‘This mountain community may dea said 
to be China in. miniature,’” Mr. Wu con- 
tinued. ‘‘To her isolation she undoubted-

domination. 

“Far from the conflicts and strifes of 
the west, the Chinese have been able to} 
Kive through the past centuries almost | 
their exclusive attention to internal de- 
velopment. They have accordingly solved 
their political problems in their own way 
and ked out their destiny without for- 
eian interference... 

“True ft is that China’s isolation has 
served to strengthen the nation’s charac-’ 
ter and given it a markew individuality, 
but this has not been gained without 


great iosses. The most_serfous is that the 


nation has nat been able to profit by the 


, 
trials, experiences and achievements of 


the rest of the world. This is especially 
true with regard to scientific knowledxe 
and mechanical inventions. 

“But does covilization consist of rall- 
roads, telegraphs, telephenes, electric 
lights, battleships, rapid tring guns, 
magazine rifles and a thousand and one 
things which are often regarded as neces- 
sary for a progressive nation? This 
would be a very narrow interpretation 
of the word. Civilization has, I believe, 
a broader meaning, with inteliigence, cr- 
der, morality and refinement for its es- 
sential elements. Such a clvilization 
China undoubtedly has—a civilization dif- 
ferent, to be sure, from that of the west, 
but a civilization nevertheless. In other 
words, civilization is the elevation a na- 
tion hag reached in its progress from a 
lower to a higher state of society. It is 
to be expected that the civilization at- 
tained by. China should be different from 
that attained from the nations of the 
west, by reason of the aifference in 
mational deveiopments. Chinese ways 
are not necessarily bad becuuse they 
often seem strange to western eyes, It is 
merely a question whether one is accus- 
tomed to them or not. 

‘There has lately been a great deal of 
newspaper talk about civilizing China. I 
give credit to those people who advocate 
such a course for their good intentions. 
but Ats desirability. to say nothing of its 
difficulty. should not be overlooked. China 
has already a civilfzation of her own. It 
was the growth of time. Long before the 
ancestors of the people of the west ceased 
to be naked savages and emerged from 
the primeval forests of Central] Europe. 
the Chinese had already known the use 
of the compass and the art of printing. 
Now, for the people of the west to turn 
around and then ask the Chinese to put 
away their old civilization is father nove}. 
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RUSSIAN BULLETS 
READY FOR BRITISH 


Car's Troops. at. Tien [sin 
Ordered To Fire if English 
Begin Work 


YBY A NARROW TRENCH 
TROOPS ARE DIVIDED 


Looks as if Slightest Provocation 
Would Result in Bloody Clash. 
French Soldiers Are Mak- 
ing Trouble—Abusive 


to Americans.

Tien Tsin, March 19.—The excitement 
and-anxiety as to the possible develop- 
ments of the Anglo-Russian siding dis- 
pute do not abate. A company of British 
troops and a company of Russian soldiers 
remain encamped on either side of the 
trench, looking at each other. The Rus- 
sians have orders to fire on any one 
commencing work. 

General Wogack says the trouble was 
caused by the Mnwarfantable interference 
of the British In the affairs of the Rus- 
sian concession, and he adds that the 
siding will not be continued unless he 
receives orders from his own superiors. 

Field Marshal von Waldersee will reach 
here today. Both sides will appeal to 
him, but they both consider the matter 
to be beyond his authority and will await 
orders from Europe. 

Speaking of the attack made by a 
number of excited French soldiers on 
some members of the British sikh regi- 
ments Sunday in the French concession, 
General Lorne-Campbell says it was 
merely a childish outbreak against the 
orders of their own general, who had 
forbidden the French soldiers to enter 
the British concession. 

French Insult Women. 

This order followed a request made by 
General Lorne-Campbell after almost 
every resident had complained of the 
behavior of the French in insulting wo- 
men, refusing to pay for purchases, act- 
ing riotously and abusing American and 
British soldiers. ,? 

General Voyron; thé French command- 
er, recognized that this must. stop and 
ordered the French soldiers to kegp in 
their own concession. General Lorne- 
Campbell was perfectly satisfied that 
GeneralVoyron was in harmony with him- 
self and anxious to maintain order. 

Major Foote, Ninth United States in- 
fantry, says the French soldiers were 
abusive to the American troops, who 
were unarmed while out. on pass, while 
the French were armed with swords or 
bayonets. On one occasion an American 
disarmed a Frenchman and turned over 
his weapon to the sergeant of the guard, 
explaining satisfactorily his reasons for 
the action taken. Major Foote thought 
that sooner or later the British must act 
in the interest of the concession.. 

General Voyron says there is no fric- 
tion between the French and British. 
The incident of Sunday was regrettable, 
Was caused by a few excitable men and 
has no connection whatever with anv 
feeling individual Frenchmen may hold 
in favor of the Russian claims in con- 
nection with the land on which it was 
proposed to build the railroad siding. 

Count von Waldersee passed through 
Tien Tsin today. 

Russia Rebuffs Great Britain. 
St. Petersburg, March 19.—A high of- 


fictal today said: 
‘It is not true that Russia has yleldeg 


to the representations of any of the pow- ; 


ers and modified her demands respecting 
Manchuria, because no representations 
have been made. Every tentative at- 
tempt to address the Russian govern- 
ment on the subject of our pour parlers 
with China has been categoricaliy de- 
clined. Russia is a great power and has 
the right to hold negotiations with any 
other government, and no power has the 
right to interfere. Tentatives made in a 
friendly spirit, however, received a friend- 
ly answer. But, plainly stated, Russia 
cannot receive inquiries regarding the 
above pour parlers. The result thereof 
will doubtless be made known later.’ 

The informant of the corresponjent of 
the Associated Press admitted that the 
power rebuffed was Great Britain. He 
tidiculed the talk of a military conflict 
at Tien Trgin. He said: 

“If diplomacy is unable to settle the 
controversy, Russia is willing to sub- 
mit it to arbitration, perhaps to The 
ijague tribunal or to some other arbi- 
trator. After England captures DeWet 
perhaps she will have the courage for 
a military conflict in another quarter cf 
the  world.. While he is promenading 
around ths British forces it is hardly 
rebable that England will seek trouble 
e'sewhere.”’ 

Claimed Trouble Is Settled. 

London, March 19.--Some of the after- 
noon papers say the Tien Tsin difficulty 
has been arranged. e 

The misunderstanding was due to the 
Chinese granting the same concession to 
two nations. 

The arrangement enables Grent Britain 
to proceed with the construction of the 
railroad, but if Russia’s concession proves 
to be earlier than that of Great Britain 
the latter is to acknowledge the claims 
of Rugsia. 

The foreign office, however, has no in- 
formation tending to confirm the an- 
1euncements of an arrangement having 
been made and the officials are rather 
inclined to doubt that such an arrange- 
ment has been arrived at. They say the 
original convession was Siven up by Rus- 
sia. 

Von Waldersee as Mediator. 

Berlin, March 19.—As bearing upon the 
nature of Ccunt von Waldersee’s rela- 
tions to the mutually hostile attitude of 
the Russian and British troops at Tien 
Tein, the semi-official Berliner Post pub- 
liskes the following inspired communique: 

‘The. expression ‘intervene’ might cause 
a misunderstending; but as a possibility 
of serious collision existed, which would 
have inspired the Chinese with an uwh- 
desirable idea as to the unity of the pow- 
ers, Count von Waldersee mediated. He 
insisted in the fist place that the liti- 
gious paities should withdraw their 
troous from the contested ground. 

“Count von Waldersee’s action, how- 
ever, Was merely dictated by military rea- 
sone aud undertaken in a miHtary sense

¥reight Train on the Columbus and 
Narrow Gauge Leaves the 
Rails and Rides the Cross 
Ties for Four Hun- . 
dred Feet. 


Columbus, Ga., March 19.—(Special.)— 
Local freight train No. 25, on the Colum- 
bus and Rome, a narrow gauge line of 
the Central of Georgta railway, which 
leff Columbus early this morning for 
“Greenville, was wrecked at 11:30 o'clock 
today two miles above Chipley, Ga.¢ and 
two men were instantly killed. The dead 
are: 

ENGINEER WILLIAM A. WRIGHT. 

FIREMAN JOSEPH SS. KEY. 

The two men were residents of this city. 

Two miles above Chipley is a trestle 
00 feet long and thirty feet high at its 
highest point. The trestle is approached 
from the south by a sharp curve and the 
grade at that point is steep. Going down 
this grade at a rapid rate, the engine of 
the freight jumped the rails 400 feet from 
the trestle. The rest of the train, con- 
sisting of five freight cars and a caboose, 
left the track almost at the same time, 
and for 400 feet the train bumped along 
the crossties. The cars one by one were 
torn loose as they eneountered heavy ob- 
structions and - when the trestle was. 
reached only the engine ran out. upon it. 


For sixty’ feet the engine pushed its. 


way along the crossties and then with a 
final lunge fell into the ravine below. 
Just as it toppled and fell Engineer 
Wright and .Fireman Key jumpéd from 
the engine out of the same side of the 
cab. 


fell on the two men, killing them_in- 
stantly. They were caught under the 
cab. The engine was completely reversed 
with its wheels high in the air. The 
bodies were afterwards taken out.. The 
cars were scattered along the embank- 
ment in various positions, although none 
were turned over. The caboose had been 
Yerked around crossways to the track, 
Conductor W. L. Brown escaped, «al- 
though two negro brakemen were pain- 
fully injured. 

A remarkable feature of the affair is 
the way the trestle stood the strain upon 
it. In falling the engine knocked out one 
or two of the ebnts, but this was the. 
greatest injury to the stricture. 

It is presumed that the accident was 
caused by rapid running. Superintendent 
Johnson reports that the track was in 
good condition. A wrecking train was 
sent from Columbus to the scene, with 
Superintendent Johnson in charge, and 
the track will be repaired by tomorrow. 
Tonight a special train brought the bodies 
of the dead engineer and fireman in. 

Will Wright, the engineer, had been a 
railroad man a year or two, and an en- 
gineer several months. He has two broth- 
ers who are raijroad men. 

Joseph 8. Key had been a fireman three 
weeks, previous to which he had been 
prominent in insurance circles in the city. 
He is a son of Dr. Howard W. Key, ex- 
president of the Andrew Female college, 
and’a grandson of Bishop Joseph S. Key, 
of Texas, for whom he is named. The 
family is a prominent one in Georgia. 
This was Fireman Key’s first run on the 
Greenville line. He was to have run the 
next two weeks an another line, but was 
transferred to the Greenville run on ac- 
count of the sickness of another fire- 
man.

Tax Assessors Have Completed 
Work and Made Report 


INCREASE 1S OVER $000,000 


Mayor Smith’s Administration Dis- 
covers Many New Features in 
the Way of an Income to 
the City and Treasury 
Grows Richer. 


Macon, Ga., March 19.—(Special.)—W. B. 
Chapman, Morris Harris and William Sin- 
gleton, tax assessors for Macon, have 
finished their assessments on real and per- 
sonal property in this city for the present 
year, and submitted their report tonight 
to the mayor and council, 

The report shows that Macon’s taxalle 
values have increased this year more than 
a half million dollars‘over last year. This 
is a highly gyatifying showing and speaks 
well for the progress, development and 
prosperity of the city. It indicates. that 
during the first year of Mayor Smith's ad- 
ministration there has been material 
growth and substantial advancement in 
the life and affairs of the municipality. 

There has been a constant upward 
movement under his government, which 
the people realize and appreciate. 

The total assessment for the year is 
$14,782,637, divided as follows: Real estate, 
$9,133,377; personal, $5,049,260. 

The éxact figures of the total gain over 
last year is $553,078, divided as follows: 
Real estate, $204,977; personalty, $348,101. 

The assessors say in their report that 
the assessments have been made conser- 
vatively, and an effort has been made to 
work a hardship on no one. Owners of 
property and the assessors have agreed in 
nearly every jinstance, and the assessors 
have endeavored to give relief in those 
casés prayed for. The assessors refer to 
the fact that there has been much build- 
ing inside the city limits during the past 
twelve months. 

Referring to assessment on personal 
property the assessors say in their report 
to the mayor and council: 

“By making a personal inspection of the 
larger business houses in the city and 
scrutinizing the household returns closely, 
we have to present you with the flattering 
increase of almost $350,000 from personalty 
alone. Adding this increase to 1900’s en- 
hancement of valve on personal property, 
this board. takes pride in bringing to your 
attention the ificredse of over one-half 
million doliars fn taxable personalty dur- 
ing its ‘two years’ sessions: We beg to 
say further, on the head of taxation of 
personal p thet, in our judgment, 
there*are stil) Xa Blocks of personalty 
escaping taxation: property which persist- 
ent and careful search for will. finally be 
brought to light and put on your tax di- 
gest. It is only by pursuing this course 
that you can relleve the heavy burden 
‘from your real éstate.”’

a year ago. In the explosion nine. per- 
sons were killed and fifty-two injured. 


Pollack was a fireman and engineer's 
helper at the Doremus laundry for six 
months prior to December 1th, when he 
was discharged, he said, as a matter of 
economy on Doremus’s part. Pollack, in 


testifying, said: . 

‘"The steam gauge of the boiler was se 
to blow off at ninety pounds pressure, 
and as we constantly carried between 
ninety and one hundred ——— it was 
a common occurrence to have the boiler 
blow off. Whenever this occurred the 
employees would rush out of the rooms 
nearest the engine room. There was 4 
feeling of insecurity in regard tg, the safe- 
ty of the boiler. 

“At one time the boiler sprung a leak 
nearly two inches long in the fire plate 
and» when it was repaired Engineer Pihl 
told me that it had leaked in the same 
place before and after that it leaked 
several times. Pihl told me before I left 
the laundry that he was dissatisfied with 
the place and intended seeking another. 

“It was the practice of Pihl to use 
caustic soda in the boiler to clean the 
flues and he often told me that it was 
eating away the flues. While I was em- 
ployed in the laundry there was no cer- 
tificaté of inspection iv evidence in the 
engine room.’

THE ATTENDANCE 1S LARGE 


Chairman Lowe, of the State Execu- 
tive Committee, Though Op- 
posed by His Own County, 
Jefferson, Is Selected 
as a Delegate. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 19.—(Special.) 
The state convention of the democratic 
party of Alabama, called to nominate 
four delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention from the state at large, met here 
today, the attendance being full.

Whey the convention met at noon today 
Chairman Lowe introduced Hon. Jones 
Moore, of Bibb, the temporary chairman. 
The hour before the adjournment for din- 
ner was consumed in the temporary or- 
ganization. 

The afternoon session assembled at 3 
o'clock and Congressman G. W. Taylor, 
of the Mobile district, the permanent pre- 
siding officer, occupied the chair. Messrs. 
Knox, Oates, White, Lowe, J. M. Falkner, 
of Montgomery; W. .L. Martin, of Mont- 
gomery, and J. C. Kumpe, of Lawrence, 
were put in nomination. The suggestion 
of Captain Falkner’s name came as a 
surprise, as he had positively declined to 
be a candidate. He was fifth in the race, 
notwithstanding. From the beginning of 
the balloting Mr. Knox was the pro- 
nounced favorite, and Messrs. Oates and 
White were in little peril at any time. 
Jefferson county went back on one home 
man, Mr. Lowe, who for several years 
was chairman of the county committee 
of Jefferson and who has perhaps done 
more party work there than any other 
man in politics. The delegation was con- 
trolled by Mr. Lowe’s rival for the nomi- 

nation, Mr. White, and had Lowe’s friends 
{mn the other counties not rallied to his 
support Mr. Lowe would have been de- 
feated. The resolutions adopted [limit 
the powers of the proposed convention in 
many particulars, and it appears that 
not much of real importance is left for 
the convention to do but to regulate the 
suffrage a0.as to eliminate the ignorant 
negroes and reorganize the judicial de- 
partment of the government. The con- 
stitutional convention will be held in May 
and the new constitution will be submit- 
ted to the people for ratification in Au- 
gust.

Attempt To Arrest Outlaws Results 
in the Shooting of Two Men 
at Ashley. 


Chafleston, 8. C., March 19.—(Special.) 
In a midnight battle with train robbers 
at Ashley junction last night Trainmas- 
ter C. J. Youngblood, of the Plant sys- 
tem, and Solomon Wetsell, a Plant sys- 
tem detective, were shot and dangerously 
wounded. Both men are in a critical 
condition. Youngblood will be removed to 
the Plant hospital, where X-ray machines 
will be used to locate the bullets.

Both Branches of the Tennessee Leg- 
islature Are at Work. 
Nashville, Tenn., March 19.—(Special.)— 
The unanimous rejection by the house 
today of the bill limiting race meetings 
to ten days indicated that the Nashville 
and Memphis race track people had 
reached an agreement, but the basis of 
their understanding has not been 4an- 
nounced. The senate passed the Dill 
which in effect wipes out the saloons in 

Lebanon. 

New bills in the house propose to regu- 
late the sale of fertilizers, define and 
regulate trusts, require the insurance 
commissioner to investigate fires, pun- 
ish prize fighting by $500 te $1,000 fine and 
three months’ imprisonment. The house 
passed a bill to pay $1,000 for the por- 
traits of Generals Robert E. Lee and N. 
B. Forrest, rejected a bill requiring sep- 
arate street cars for white and colored, 
rejected a bill to require lobbyists to 
register with the secretary of state. The 
bill placing the factory inspector on a 
salary failed.

The 
contest was to have gone twenty rounds, 
and honors were remarkably even until 
near the end of the twelfth, when Richie 
feinted, stepped back and caught Mo- 
watt coming toward him, with a swift 
straight left to the jaw. Mowatt man- 
aged to-regain his feet, but was floored 
immediately, rising so weak he was un- 
able to lift his-guards. Richie planted a 
straight jab to the jaw and Mowatt went 
down again. The gong saved him, but 
his condition would not permit of a con- 
tinuance of the fight, and Referee Hot- 
tum awarded Richie the decision.

Finally the executive committee decided 
to ignore the anti-strike resolution if the 
schedules of wages which are now being 
prepared for the late spring and summer 
trade is refused by the employers and 
the scale will be enforced by the first 
general strike of cloakmukers, in Case, 
as is expected. it is refused.

She Is Simply a Spectator in the 
Gilman Fight. 


DOES NOT WANT LITIGATION 


And Will Remain Quiet Until Her 
Rights Are Attacked—First 
Move in Fight. 


Bridgeport, Conn., March 19.—The first 
step im what may prove to bea prolonged 
litigation over the estate of millions left 
by George F. Gilman, the tea merchant, 
was taken this afternoon, when, at the 
conclusion of the hearing before Judge 
Nobbs in. the probate court, it was an- 
nounced that the counsel for those heirs 
who desired the appointment of Edward 
L. Norton and Edward 38. Percival, of 
New York. as administrators, would ap- 
peal to the superior court from the pro- 
bate judge’s decision. The ruling of Judge 
Nobbs is that the Bridgeport Trust Com- 
pany shall act as sole administrator, the 
motion for the appointmeuc of George W. 
Smith, a nephew of the dead millionaire, 
as co-administrator being denied. 

An attempt made at the hearing today 
to secure an adjournment to Thursday 
on the plea that a further conference be- 
tween the interested parties might bring 
about an agreement as to an administra- 
tor, was unsuccessful. This move for an 
adjournment was made by counsel for 
their heirs favoring Messrs. Norton and 
Percival as administrators. 

Doubts as to Mrs. Helen Hall’s attitude 
were set at rest by a formal statement 
prepared by her counsel, Edward 5. 
Hatch. 

“The position Mrs. Hall will take at the 
hearing in the probate court will be that 
of a spectator in the fight between the 
heirs of full blood and those of half-blood, 
but the successful faction can count on a 
lawsuit. So far as the personal property 
in Connecticut is concerned, Mrs, Hall’s 
interest will not be affected by the result 
of the litigation in the probate court. But

STUDENTS RENEW RIOTING 


Police Use Revolvers, Killing Sev- 
eral Rioters and Wounding 
About Eighty—Many Women 
Take Part in Demon- 
stration.

St. Petersburg, Monday, March 
Alarm pervades high circles here. The 
police notified house.owners to have their 
dvornics, or house police, report for duty 
and hold themselves in constant readi- 
ness. A sotnia, or company, of Cossacks, 
passed the Moscow gate this morning.on 
the way to Tsarkoe-Selo, seventeen miles 
south of St. Petersburg, where the czar 
has just removed to. The police’ said 
that they would escort the czar back to 
the winter palace and that he would re- 
turn by carriage instead of by rail. It 
appears more probable, however, that the 
Cossacks were merely sent to Tsarskoe- 
Selo as a precaution, since his majesty 
is more easily protected there than here. 

Three Students Killed. 

It is apparently confirmed that three 
students were killed yesterday. The Cos- 
sacks rode into the crowds on the side- 
walk and many faces were cut open by 
their knotted whips, Students and work- 
ing men threw rubber shoes, canes and 
snowballs at the Cossacks. It is reported 
that one Cossack was killed.

Police Use Revolvers. 

The police fired their revolvers and it is 
rumored that five students were killed 
and eighty others seriously or slightly 
wounded, 

Wholesale arrests including many wom- 
en followed the rioting. 

The Official Messenger, which publishes 
an account of the recent disorders in va- 
rious Russian cities and of Sunday’s out- 
break in St. Petersburg, says of the lat- 
ter: 

“When the crowd, which numbered 
3,000, became turbulent the Cossacks and 
police were summoned. The demonstrat- 
ors retreated to the Cathedral of Our La- 
dy of Kazan, pelting the Cossacks and 
police with various missiles. 

“The students attempted to display red 
and white flags bearing various inscrip- 
tions. On one side of the cathedral the 
crowd came into violent collision with 
the Cossacks and police. A portion re- 
tired into the cathedral, behaving noisily 
and smoking cigarettes, although the ser- 
vice was going on, until forcibly expelled. 

Nearly a Thousand Arrested. 

“Altogether 339 .male students, 377 
women, mostly students, and forty-four 
other persons were arrested. A _ police 
commissioner, twenty policemen, four 
Cossacks and thirty-two rioters, male and 
female, were wounded. All the higher 
schools of the city are closed and all the 
police headquarters are filled with ar- 
rested persons. Others in custody who 
had been temporarily confined in the mil- 
itarv riding school, were taken to va- 
Tious prisons today in omnibuses. Thev 
were cheered by the students as they 
passed. The demonstrations Sunday con- 
tinued, after the affray at the cathedral, 
at other places, especially in front of the 
office of the detective police, where some 
of the persons arrested were taken in 
front of the Litovsky prison and near the 
mining institute and the Pontillaw fac- 
tory. 

‘‘A remarkable feature of the demon- 
strations has been the prominent part 
taken hv women of the higher classes of 
the university.”’

Chinese Troubles Keenly Felt 
in Southern States, 


Ce ln 


COTTON IMPORTS STOPPED 


| Consular Reports Show That Amer- 
ican Trade with China Has 
Been Practically Annihi- 
lnted—Loss to South- 
ern States. 


Washington, March 19.—The state de- 
partment has received from United States 
Consuls Fowler at Che Foo and Ragsdale 
at Tien Tsin reports intended to show the 
effect of the boxer troubles in north Chi- 
na upon the United States trade with par* 
ticular regard to what Americans lost In 
America through the outbreak, rather 


than China. ; 

A resume of trade returns in north 
China entire, comparing the quarter ended 
June 30th last with that ended Septem- 
ber 30th, shows an almost complete annil- 
fillation of the American import trade, 
and in Consul Fowler’s language, ‘“‘gives 
a good idea of what a mob in China can 
do in interfering with trade.” 

The greatest loss was felt in cotton 
piece goods, and the cessation of this 
class of imports, s-ys the consul, must 
have been most keenly felt in the south- 
ern states. Probably no country in the 
world, Consul Fowler states, suffered as 
much as did the United States, for the 
scene of strife covered practically the en- 
tire American field of trade. In compiling 
the statistics, the amounts are indicated 
by gallons, pieces, or set out in Chinese 
money, so that an estimate of the total 
actual] value of the losses sustained is ngt 
easily available, but we comparative ta- 
bles indicating the the greatest increase 
in our trade with China ever known at 
the beginning of 1900, and setting forth 
the most serious losses to it at the end 


of the year, are sufficiently impressive 
to serve the purpose. 


American Mission Losses. 

At Che Foo, which, compared with the 
immediate northern ports, was peaceful, 
there were more riots and tumults than 
were ever known before, and the various 
American mission losses probably wil! to- 
tal $150,000 in gold. After June 15th the 
imports at Che Foo ceased, al] commer- 
cial transactions being absolutely nil. 

The effect of the boxer movement is 
shown to have been felt much earlier and 
more seriously at Tien Tsin than at Che 
Foo. Ships loaded with Oregon lumber 
reached Taku and were unable to land 
their cargoes, thus entalling an enormous 
loss upon the American lumber trade. 

At Niu Chwang, which saw less fight- 
ing than Tien Tsin, the trade was almost 
compietely wiped out. The only foreign 
power that interfered there, it is stated, 
was Russia, that government seizing the 
port as early at August 4th. On August 
12th it had control of the custom house. 

Losses to Cotton Trade. 

The total collection of duties for all 
China during the quarter ended Septem- 
ber 30th last showed a loss of 2,459,591 
haikwan taels, as compared with the same 
period of 1899. The figures submitted, 
Consul Fowler points out, do not fully 
show American losses, for immense quan- 
tities of merchandise were held up in the 
various ports and which must be worked 
off before importations can begin. The 
losses to the cotton trade alone are esti- 
mated at over $3,000,000. 

Consul Ragsdale ‘submits. statistics 
showing the ccmsequences of the boxer 
troubles as regards the export trade from 
Tien Tsin. The country north of Tien 
Tsin, where the principal articles of ex- 
port are produced, he says, is now over- 
run with ex-boxers and ex-soldiers, who 
have turned bandits, and it will be ex- 
ceedingly difficult for merchants to get 
goods out of or into the interior. The sup- 
plies for the United States troops in China 
which have come into Tien Tsin, Mr 
Ragsdale says, have attracted notice and 
envy of all the nationalities, including 
the merchant a@ well as the soldier. The 
enormous discrepancies between the ex- 
port figures at Tien Tsin for the present 
and for last year show a startling array 
of losses, and the outlook for 1901, says the 
consul, is unfavorable. 


Dock Laborers on Strike. 

Naples, March 19.—Twenty-five hundred 
dock laborers have struck, refusing, to 
discharge the French steamer Massillia, 
which arrived at Marseilles March Mth 
from New York, and was sent on from 
Marseilles to Naples on account of the 
strike at Marseilles. The dock laborers 
declare they will not discharge any ves- 
sel from Marseilles and will cease their 
work on other ships in the harbor if an 
attempt is made to @ischarge the Masgsil- 
lia.

General Evidently Did Not Fee 
Kindly Toward Russell, 


RUSSELL'S SHARE IN TRUST 


While Mrs. McKee Rece‘ves Her 
Portion in Fee Simple—If He 
Hai Had Another Son, Lat- 
ter Would Have Been 
Preferred. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 19.—The will! 
of General Harrison was filed for probate 
this afternoon. He bequeaths to the 
Union Trust Company, as trustee, if his 
wife shall survive him, $125,000 to be 
invested, the interest to be paid to her 
during the term of her life. 

At the death. of his wife any earned 
interest not paid to her shall become 
part of his résiduary estate. To his wife 
he also leaves $15,000; ‘to his daughter 
Elizabeth $10,000, to be paid to his wife 
as trustee. When she becomes of age 
or marries she is to have ‘any unex- 
pended balance. If she dies before re- 
ceiving it, such unused balance shal] 
go to her mother. He leaves $10,000 to be 
invested by the Union Trust Company and 
to accumulate until his grandson, Ben- 
jamin Harrison McKee, shall become of 
age, when he shall have the principal 
and accumulated interest. The trustee is 
authorized, however, to use the interest 
in the support of the grandson if neces- 
sary. If the grandson dies before com- 
ing of age the fund shall become a part 
of the residuarv estate. To his grand- 
children—Mary Lodge McKee, Marthena 
Harrison and William Henry Harrison— 
he leaves to each the sum of $2,500 in 
addition to other gifts mentioned. 

Preferred Another to Russell. 

Item sixteen of the will reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Tf another child should be born to me 
by my present marriage I give and be- 
queath to such child the sum of $10,000. 
If a. boy shall be born to me he shall 
bear my name and my sword and sash 
shall be given to, him instead of to my 
son Russell.’’ 7 

He gives to his sisters, Sarah H. Devin 
and Anna H. Morris, and to his sister in 
law, Slizabeth Scott Parker, each the 
sum of $500. 

He bequeaths to his sister, Bettie H. 
Eaton, an annuity of $600 to be paid to 
her by his executor each year during her 
natural life in quarterly payments. 

He bequeaths to his nephew and name- 
sake, Benjamin Harrison, Jr., son of his 
brother John, $6500. 

To the Indianapolis orphan asylum he 
leaves $500; to the Eleanor home $500; to 
the. Summer Mission for Sick Children 
$100; to his secretary, E. F. Tibbett, $500.+ 

He sets out that he has already given 
to his children, Russell and Mary, the 
jewelry and other things belonging to 
their mother. These and other articles 
belonging to their mother he. bequeaths 
to these children. 

He directs that all the personal propertv 
left to his wife for her life shall, at 
her death, be divided among his surviving 
children, the issue of any that may have 
died taking the parent's share. 

Forgives Russell His Debts. 

All debts owing to him by his son Rus- 
sell are remitted, and the executor is 
directed to cancel any evidence of such 
indebtedness. , 

To his son Russell he gives the por- 
traits of the first Mrs. Harrison, some 
other portraits and family relics. To his 
daughter, Mary Harrison McKee, he 
leaves a portrait of her mother, some 
other portraits and family relics. 

To his brother, Carter, he leaves his 
Loyal Legion badge and a cane to be 
selected by his wife. To his brother John, 
his gold sleeve buttons and &@ cane. 

It is direct: 1 that the provisions made 
for his wife are in lieu of all her in- 
terests in the estate as his widow. 

All the rest of his estate is left as fol- 
lows: 

It is to be divided into as many equal 
shares as he leaves children, and one 
additional share for the issue of. anv 
child that may have dieu leaving issue. 
One such share is given to his son Rus- 
sell in trust for the children of Russell. 
to be used for the support and educa- 
tion of such children. 

The second equal share Is given to his 
daughter, Mary Harrison McKee, in fee 
simple.

POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 


“There was no oversight on the part of 
the legislature in failing to specifically 
set apart $100,000 for the new class of con- 
federate widows,’”’ remarked an official 
at the capitol yesterday. ‘‘The bil] pro- 
vided that this amount should be paid 
from any funds in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. It is true that there 
are no funds not otherwise appropriated, 
but this does not make out a case of 
oversight on the part of the legislature, 
or those members of it who were re- 
sponsible for this measure. ‘his bill was 
just like other measures passed before it 
creating new classes of pensioners. They, 
too, prescribed that a certain amount 
should be appropriated for payment the 
first year out of any funds in the treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. As a 
matter of fact. just as in this case, the 
payments were not made until the second 
year because there were at the time no 
funds in the treasury not otherwise ap- 
prorpriated.”’ 

Tha foregoing appears to dispose of any 
idea of a mistake on the part of the 
legislature, though it would not do tu say 
that it was intentional that the widows 
should not get théir money this year. At 
all events, it seems they will have to wait 
until after the next session of the legisla- 
ture. 


There is @ lull in political dis¢ussions 
around the capitol. About the oniy talk- 
ing that is done on this line is by visitors 
from outside. It is generally believed that 
Railroad Commissioner Pope Brown and 
Attorney Genera] Terrell are going to re- 
sign when the time comes for them to 
make their announcements as candidates 
for governor and take to the field. There 
has been some little discussion of prob- 
able applicants for these  wsitions when 
the resignations are forthcoming. but as 
a matter of fact such names have not 
been discovered beyond the point of sur- 
mise. It is said Governor Candler hopes 
there will be no resignations, as he is not 
desirous of being put to the necessity of 
making any appointments. 


There will be a hearing before the gov- 
ernor Saturday on a contest over a re- 
ward. A reward of $1530 was offered for 
the arrest of Prince Coleman, colored, 
who was wanted for murder in Pulaski 
county. The reward is claimed by A. N. 
Hill and T. P. Hiliman, of Dougherty 
county. The arrest, it is stated. was 
made bv Hill. who savs he paid Hillman 
for his services in taking charge of the 
prisoner. Hillman, however, claims half 
of the reward. The hearing will be had 
to determine who is entitled to it.

GERMANY OPPOSES PARTITION 


Does Not Want the Paying Ability 
of China Diminished. 

Berlin, March 19.—In the course of the 
debate in the reichstag today on the third 
reading of the budget replying to Prince 
Bismarck’s criticisms of Count van Bue- 
low’s recent speech that the chancellor 
insisted too much on Germany’s interests 
in Manchuria, and that Germany’s inter- 
ests would have suffered even if Kiao 
Chou had not been leased, Count von 
Buelow said Germany had the greatest 
interest in preventing friction between 
the powers now negotiating in China. 
Moreover, in eastern Asia, Germany had 
many interests to safeguard. In Shan 
Tung province she had millions invest- 
ed. Above all, Germany had to insist on 
adequate compensation being given for 
the murder of Baron von Kettler. That 
was a question in which the honor of 
Germany was engaged and in which she 
had vital interest. 

In the further course of his speech the 
chancellor said: 

“T have left no room for the slightest 
doubt that no German political interests 
exist in Manchuria, but at the same time 
I have stated it must naturally be our 
desire that China shall not too seriously 
diminish her capacity for satisfying the 
just elaims of the powers for compensa- 

tion. This is not misunderstood in any 
quarter. 

‘Two hours ago I received a dispatch 
from St. Petersburg, according to which 
the Russian minister of foreign affairs 
has expressed his satisfaction to the 
German ambassador with my statements 
in regard to the Chinese question.” 

The chancellor gave figures illustrative 
of the importance of the commerce be- 
tween Germany and east Asia, amount- 
ing to 80,000,000 marks. A hundred mil- 
lion marks are invested in Shan Tung 
province. Germany, herefore, has the 
greatest interest in “‘preventing the Chi- 
nese trade from becoming the booty of a 
single power or several powers without 
our participation.”’ 

Count Von Buelow also declared that 
the center of gravity of Germany’s pol- 
icy remained in Europe, and that he had 
no intention of allowing it to be dis- 
ag while protecting her interests in 

sia.

to pass, and declared that no citizen who 
had the city’s interest at heart could 
afford not to vote for the bonds. People 
off the central thoroughfares, he said, 
should have the same weter facilities as 
those more fortunately located, and while 
the city had plenty of water near at hand, 
there was no way to bring it to every citi- 
zen without more and larger pipes. 

As a member of the city council, Mr. 
Johnson said be was familiar with the 
financial situation of the city. Council, he 
declared, was more than anxious to give 
these increased water facilities, but had 
not the money with which to purchase the 
necessary pipe. 

*“My street,”” said Mr. Johnson, “is well 
supplied with water, therefore my inter- 
est in this election cannot be ascribed 
to se‘fishness. I want to see all the people 
get the best water facilities possible.” 

After showing that the bond issue was 
a necessity, Mr. Johnson closed his short 
address by «alling upon every man pres- 
ent to vote for the bonds today and thus 
directly benefit his less fortunate neigh- 
bor who was suffering for the want of wa- 
ter facilities. He then stated that he would 
be glad to answer any question that might 
be asked him in regard to the matter, 

Captain English Speaks. 

Captain English next had a few words 
to say on the.same subject. He said that 
no one should be satisfied to have Atlanta 
come to a standstill] at the most oppor- 
tune moment in the history of the city. 
He sald that one of the reasans more de- 
sirable industries failed to locate in At- 
lanta was because the city’s water system 
was not equipped so as to give these man- 
ufactories sufficient water power. 

He then referred to the fact that the 
town had been flooded with circulars in 
which the author took occasion to make 
certain charges. “The writer of these cir- 
culars,”’ declared Captain English, “if he 
knew anything about the city, certainly 
myst have known that some things set 
forth were not true. Everybody knows 
that the city has not been extravagant.”’ 

He then sald he had the greatest con- 
tempt for the,man who made charges 
against persons or organizations but who 
failed to sign his name. “I expect,” said 
Captain English, “‘that he is a heeler for 
the gang that wants to get hold of the 
water works. Some years ago there was 
a crowd who tried that same game and 
they nearly succeeded. Some of them are 
dead and gone, but others of the gang 
are alive and doubtless active.”’ 

He answered one of the charges made 
by explaining that bonds were not sold 
through brokers, as had been stated in a 
circular, but were disposed of to the high- 
est bidder. He then went on to tell how 
the city sinking fund commission -had, 
with the assistance of council, greatly de- 
creasedl the indebtedness of the city. 

Alderman Johnson asked for the privi- 
lege of being heard concerning the anony- 
mous circulars. “Any man,” said he, 
‘who would be gullity of writing such a 
pack of lies does not deserve the sympa- 
thy of this people, and I hope the citizens 
of this city will show their contempt for 
such methods by voting for the water 
bonds.’’ 

Before the meeting closed Captain Eng- 
lish asked that all who would pledge 
themselves to go to the polls, vote for the 
bords and interest their friends in the 
election, to stand. With the possible ex- 
ception of two, all in the hall responded 
to the invitation. Captain English thanked 
the friends of the bonds heartily for their 
indorsement. 

The water bond committee of the fourth 
ward held a meeting last night at No, 6 
engine house, and went over the registra- 


tion Mstse checking off all who had prom- 
ised to vote for the bonds. The members 
of the committee are satisfied they will 
get out more than two-thirds of the vo 

in their ward, and believe they will get 
large, if not a larger, percentage than 
any ward in the city. 


Keith’s Strong Plea. 

R. A. Keith, hydraulic engineer, makes 
the following strong plea for the water 
bond issue: 

To the Taxpayers and Voters of Atlanta: 
There has been so much said about our water- 
works and its management, the majority of 
us do not know what the best solution is for 
our future water supply, which we all admit is 
very inadequate. 

If ‘every taxpayer and voter itn this efty 
knew the rea! condition of our water system, 
they would not hesitate to pull off their coats 
and take the fleld for the coming bond elec- 
tion, for this is decidedly the only way left 
us for immediate relief. Some kind-hearted 
citizen proposed to show to the citizens of 
Atlanta the bad management of our water de- 
partment by a comparison of Nashville's sys- 
tem. I happen to be acquainted with Nash- 
ville’s water piant. I can say, for information 
to the ‘‘Taxpayer’’ and tHe citizens of At- 
lanta, that there {s no comparison in the man- 
agement of these two. Nashville's water rent 
is much higher than ours and her water very 
much inferior, not being filtered but served to 
the public as taken from the river. As for fire 
pressure, they have none, thereby neceasitat- 
ing an additional expenses for fire engines, 
which should be charged to the water depart- 
ment. 

Their water is pumped from the river into 
a reservoir, and from there the large mains 
carry it to the city. This reservoir feature 
alone is a saving of at least $35,000 per 
year, against our double pumping system, 
vhich you cannot lay to our present manage- 
ment. We cannot compete with cities situated 
by natural surroundings like Nashville, Rich- 
mond and many other cities that have natura) 
heights for their reservoir and single pumping 
stations. The present management of our 
department is @ competent and conscientious 
body of men. Among them are some of the 
pioneer citizens of Atlanta, and they have 
the good of our city at heart, and why should 
we listen to the wails of a few political job 
hunters who are trying to defeat the present 
manigement more than the bond issue and 
leave the city at the mercy of ravages of 
fire and disease. 

Suppose our waterworks was owned by pri- 
vate individuals, what would be the outcome? 

The first thing, they would be compelled to 
either float bonds or put up their cash to 
give us a satisfactory supply of pure water. 
Municipalities are in one sense the same as 
individuals, they are sometimes forced to 
float bonds for self-protection, which no rea- 
sonable man should object to.

The Responsibilities of Wealth. 

It is a highly gratifying sign of the 
times that some, at least, of the men of 
great wealth of this country are realiz- 
ing the responsibilities the possession 
of that wealth should carry. Just now 
the country is sounding the praises of 
Mr. Carnegie, as it should sound them, 
for he has given perhaps the most 
notable illustration of the practical 
‘carrying out of high purposes that we 
have had, but in the praise given the 
steel millionaire othérs should not be 
forgotten. 

Mr. Rockefeller, Miss Anna Gould, 
Mrs, Hearst, Mrs. Leland Stanford and 
@ great many others in proportion to 
their holdings have done much in the 
endowment of schools and colleges and 
in other branches of educational and 
philanthropic work. The list is both 
long and honorable. The fact that 
many of those who have piled up for- 
tumes ‘have neglected their duties as 
custodians of wealth, should not blind 
our eyes to the many who have done 
their duty, as they see it, fully and 
completely. 

Mr. Carnegie has had exceptional op- 
portunities, not only because he had 
amassed a great fortune, but that he 
was able when the right time came to 
retire from active business to devote 
himself to good works. Other nrén with 
his sentiments may have wealth and 
yet not be able, for one reason or an- 
other, to so realize upon their wealth 
as to make large donations to em- 
ployees or to establish schgols, col- 
leges or libraries. A few days ago Mr. 
Abram S. Hewitt was asked whether 
he agreed with Mr. Carnegie’s views of 
the way a wealthy man’s old age 
should be spent, and the reply of Mr. 
Hewitt is worth recording in this con- 
nection. He did agree with Mr. Car- 
negie, he said, but he went on to ex- 
plain how circumstances might neces- 
sarily affect a man’s action. He would 
like very much to be at liberty, he ex- 
plained, but he could not get out of his 
environment of hard work, adding: 

At least, I can’t get out on terms which 
I feel it would be honorable to accept. 
I iad a chance to sell out our Trenton 
iron works, but the condition was that 
they should be closed down permanently. 
This would have thrown about 500 of our 
people out of work—people who have 
been with us for years, and many of 
whom have bought their own little homes 
in Trenton. I could not accept such 
terms. 

The Springfield Republican, which 
comments on the Hewitt interview, 
goes more into details of Mr. Hewitt’s 
position and the motives which inspire 
his continuing at the head of the enter- 
prises with which he has long been 


e connected, even though he has now

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Senator Depew and the Constitution. 

The spectacle presented by that now 
famous duke of York, who, with his 
men, “marched up the hill and then 
marched down again,’’ finds an inter- 
esting parallel in the savage assaults 
which Senators Platt and Depew made 
upon the white house with the deter- 
mination to prevent the appointment of 
Colonel Sanger as assistant secretary 
of war. 

Senator Depew, who is taken at 
Washington just about as seriously as 
one of his jokes, though perhaps not 
as solemnly, had preceded this visit 
by.a trumpet blast, in which he de- 
clared that the New York senators 
“proposed to stand firm for their con- 
stitutional prerogatives.” A fair inter- 
pretation of Senator Depew’s. declara- 
tion was that the senator, in the inno- 
cence of his childish heart, believed 
there to be somewhere in the consti- 
tution of the United States a provision 
that the senators shal] dictate all ap- 
pointments of citizens of their states 
to office. 

Nobody ever accused Chauncey of 
doing so serious a thing as to read the 
constitution of the United States, 
though he has sworn to support that 
instrument. The dear-old thing doubt- 
less believed that some such “preroga- 
tive’ was inherent in the senatorial 
office, and when he marched bravely 
into the white house it was with the 
intention of making a fight for the re- 
tention of that prerogative.

The Manchurian Chestnuts. 

The British howl over Russian pos- 
session of Manchuria is a little bit 
funny in the light of English history. 
Great Britain is trying hard to influ- 
ence this government and Japan to 
pull chestnuts from the fire for her 
benefit, crying out that Russia’s protes- 
tations of a purpose to retire from 
Manchuria when tke time is ripe must 
not be taken at their face value; that 
Russia is playing the part of gey de- 
ceiver, and that her grasp upon this 
tributary province of the Chinese em- 
pire will never be relaxed. 

What of Egypt? Upon what assur- 
ances did England assume the respon- 
sibility of directing the affairs of the 
khedive’s kingdcm? England was to 
get out of Egypt when the time was 
ripe: she was there in a purely friendly 
capacity and the thought of permanent 
possession had never entered her head; 
base, indeed, were those who dared 
suggest that her purposes were any- 
thing short of the highest and. purest 
unselfishness. Does anybody believe 
the British grasp of Egypt will ever be 
lessened? | 

There are beams in the eyes of the 
British lion, and his efforts to distract 
the attention from them by pointing 
at those in the eyes of the Russian 
bear are not going to fool anybody. 
If Russia does as well by Manchuria as 
England has done by Egypt the world 
will be the gainer. It is a part of the 
plans and purposes of those govern- 
ments to take over foreign territory, 
and so long as neither of them treads 
on our toes on this hemisphere we are 
going to keep out of their quarrels. 

It is very safe to say that the United 
States is not going to mix in this Man- 
churian business. Our one concern in 
the solution of the Chinese problem is 
the preservation of American opportu- 
nity in the future development of the 
trade of that great territory. We 
stand pledged to do all we can to pre- 
serve the integrity of the Chinese em- 
pire, and under Russia’s compact with 
China over Manchuria, the sovereignty 
of that province will remain in China. 
Russian officials may aid in the admin- 
istration of its affairs and Russian 
money may develop its resources, but it 
will be Chinese territory as much as 
it has ever been in the past. 

Russian influences have dominated 
in Manchuria for a good many years, 
and the results, so far as the trade 
of this country is concerned, have been 
beneficial. We have a practical monop- 
oly of the trade in cotton goods there— 
each year’s returns have shown a grat- 
ifying growth. The history of our re- 
lations with Russia shows that the 
government of the czar has been our 
consistent friend, and there is every 
reason to believe that Russian occupa- 
tion of or closer relations with Man- 
churia will not injure the United 
States in the least. . 

Japan may pull those chestnuts out 
at the behest of John Bull, but the 
United States will not.

McLAURIN’S POLITICS. 


How a Prominent South Carolina 
Newspaper Views the Situation. 
From the Abbeville Banner, 

The dispatch from Washington to The At- 
lanta Constitution makes surprising state- 

ments as to Hon, John L. McLaurin. 

We do not believe the story, wherein it 
states that John L, McLaurin had left the 
democratic party. By doing so, he could have 
no hope of gaining anything at Washington, 
and Mr. McLaurin has generally been regard- 
ed @8 a man of at least average political sa- 


gacity. 

The history of the recent past would teach 
Mr. McLaurin that no man outside of his

FURCHES 1S QUESTIONED. 


Chief Justice of North Carolina on 
the Stand. 


WAS CALM AND COOL WITNESS 


Impeachment Trial Develops Noth- 
ing To Help or Hurt the 
Defendants. 


Raleigh, N. C., March 19.—(Special.)— 
In the impeachment trial today the cross- 
examination of Chief Justice Furches 
continued an hour. An ineffectual ef- 
fort was made by the prosecution to have 
him acknowledge inconsistencies in sev- 
eral supreme court decisions, but he 
made careful legal distinctions between 
all cases, and the cross-examination 
closed without a demoralization of the 
witness. Several prominent democrats 
from Judge Furches’s county, among 
them ex-Congressman W. M: Robbins, 
testified to his high character as a citi- 
zen and an official, saying he was a 
strong partisan in private life, but that 
was all. The examination of Associate 
Justice Douglas consumed the remainder 
of the day. His evidence related to 
construction of law and a recital of dif- 
ferent cases decided, showing the ap- 
plication of the doctrine of Hoke vs. Hen- 
derson. He said the legislature could 
abolish that doctrine if it cared to. He 
showed where many cases had been de- 
cided against his own political friends, 
and declared no republican had ever for 
a@ moment approached him officially about 
any partisan question; that he construed 
the law to make the best showing for 
the legislature. The cross-examination 
by C. B. Watson was lengthy and se- 
vere, technical and suppository questions 
largely predominating. The trend was to 
show that a mandamus had never before 
been issued on the treasurer of the state 
for money. Justice Douglas insisted that 
the court did not officially order the 
writ to issue; that it was only the opin- 
ion of individual members of the court, 
He disclaimed all intention to reflect on 
the legislature, and declared the “‘of- 
fice-holding cases’’ consisted with each 
other and were sound law. Associate 
Justice Montgomery will testify tomor- 
row. 
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VIRGINIA REPUBLICANS MEET. 


State Executive Committee Decides 
To Make a Fight. 


Richmond, Va., March 19.—(Special.1-- 
The republican state committee of Vir- 
ginia held a meeting here tonight and 
decided to make an aggressive fight this 
year. The matter under immediate con- 
sideration wag the election of delegates 
to the constitutional convention, which 
will meet in June and disfranchise the 
great bulk of the negroes of the state, 
but there was an incidental discussion 
also of the gubernatorial fight. It was 
decided to make nominations for the con- 
vention at all districts where the repub- 
licans have a fighting chance and to 
Wage an aggressive campaign. The re- 
publicans think they will be represented 
in the convention. There was more talk 
in the lobby than in the committee room 
about a gubernatorial ticket and the 
sentiment is strong, fer a détermined 
fight. The ticket talked of is Hampden 
Hoge for governor, General Thomas L. 
Rosser for HNeutenant governor, and ex- 
Congressman R. T. Thorpe for attorney 
general. The meeting was the largest in 
years.

They start with a capital stock 
of $100,000, with the privilege of increas- 
ing it to $250,000. The new mill is to be 
located on the line of the Atlanta divi- 
sion of the Sottthern railway, one mile 
west of the city.

Norfolk, Va., March 19.—More wholesale 
desertions from, the ships at the navy 
vard are reported.

VERY BRIGHT FOR ATLANTA 


More Expensive Dwellings Will 
Be Erected 


(INCREASE SHOWN IN HUMBER 


Average Cost Will Be About $5,000. 
Architects Say They Have 
Never Been So Busy. 
Some Striking Sta- 
tistics. 


Uniess all indications are at fault, the 
coming spring will prove the most no- 
table of recent years in Atlanta from the 
etandpoint of the building trades. It 
seems probable that more new dwellings 
and business houses will be erected in 
Atlanta during the next five or six 
months than during any similar period in 
the 
money will be expended on the structures 
to be erected than during the spring 
building seasons of the past. 


The season has opened with a rush al- | 


most unprecedented. The offices of the 
architects are scenes of activity. All 
of them are worked to their utmost 
capacity. They are finding difficulty in 
obtaining enough first-class draughts- 
men to get their plans out in time. They 
all agree in saying that they have never 
been so crowded with work as they are 
today. . 

Perhaps the most notable feature of 
the revival of activity in the building 
trades is the decided increase in the av- 
. erage cost of the dwellings now being 
planned and in course of construction. 
The average cost of the residences to be 
erected this spring will be about $5,000. 
This is the concensus of opinion of the 
leading architects in town. The decided 
increase over the former average cost 
is not due to the higher price of ma- 
terials. It is simply that better dwell- 
ings are being erected. / 

The average cost of the dwellings erect- 
ed last year was but slightly above. $3,000. 

The majority of the dwellings being 
planned in the architects’ offices will be 
handsome structures, and add materially 
jo the appearance of the town. 

Records on file in the office of Building 
Inspector Pittman show definitely the in- 
crease made this year, before the actual 
building-season has opened. At present 
the work is nearly all in the architect’s 
office. Construction will not begin until 
about April Ist.

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NEED FOR... 


NEW STATE CONSTITUTION 


EVERAL prominent state house of- 

ficlais who gathered together by ac- 

cident yesterday were discussing 
the question of a constitutional conven- 
tion for Georgia. It was the unanimous 
opinion that Georgia needs a new consti- 
tution, and that the changes should be 
more myumerous than those hinted at dur- 
ing the last session of the legislature. 

The pension question was what brought 
the subject up in this instance, and that 
was considered fully as important as the 
franchise, if not more so. 

“I am satisfied we should have a con- 
stitutional convention,” remarked one. 
“There is nothing that needs remodeling 
more than this pension business. It has 
‘cost the state millions of dollars in the 
last few years, and it is going to cost it 
tens of miilions,in the years to come. 
There are important changes in this re- 
Bpect that should be made, and they can- 
not be made too soon.”’ 

“I agree with you,”’ said another, ‘‘but 

I feel satisfied that we won’t get the con- 
vention for four or five years to come. 
I don’t think the present legislature will 
view the proposition favorably. There ap- 
pears to be considerable opposition to the 
resolution now pending in both branches 
of the general assembly, and I _ fear 
it will not get through. There is no 
doubt, however, that several changes 
should be made in the constitution of 
1877.”’ 
Three of the most important subjects 
with which the constitutional convention 
will have to deal when it is called will 
be the franchise, industrial development 
and pensions. The first has been well 
aired. It was extensively discussed at 
the time the resolution providing for a 
constitutional convention was introduced 
in the le~'slature. It is the desire to elim- 
inate the illiterate negro vote, and it is 
believed that can be done only through 
the adoption of a new constitution or a 
constitutional amendment. 

The next question, industrial develop- 
ment, has been discussed only in a quiet 
way, but it is of considerable importance 
to the state. At present the state is pro- 
hibited from makine any appropriation, 
either directly or indirectly, looking to 
its industrial advancement, or for pur- 


not now encourage the establishment of 
new industries by relieving them for a 
short period from taxation. The legisla- 
ture cannot vote money to perpetuate in 
marble or bronze its heroes or statesmen, 
or important historical events. 

An Atlanta lady recently called on Gov- 
ernor Candler to secure his aid in get- 
ting the state to reimburse her for $300 
which she had paid on a debt contracted 
by Governor Colquitt in the name of the 
state. When subscriptions were raised 
for the Cowpens memorial just prior to 
the adoption of the constitution of 1877, 
five or six states agreed to subscribe a 
certain amount. Governor Colquitt repre- 
senting Georgia, subscribed for the state, 
thinking there would be no question about 
the state’s paying the amount. The mon- 
ey was advanced by this Atlanta lady. 
Soon ‘after Governor Colquitt’s term ex- 
pired ana the constitution of 1877 went into 
effect, and by it such payments were 
made illegal. She has presented the mat- 
ter to every governor since that time, 
but without success. Governor Candler, 
it is stated, undertook to see what he 
could do, but was met with the statement 
that it was unconstitutional. This, too, 
in spite of the fact that the legislature a 
short time ago appropriated $25,000 for a 
monument at Chickamauga. Though this 
latter action was clearly unconstitution- 
al the money was paid out. 

The pension question also presents some 
important features, which, it is consider- 
ed, need attention. Many think that the 
pensions should all be reduced to an in- 
digent basis; others consider that the 
pension laws should at least be such as 
to eliminate those who do not need the 
money paid by the state. For instance, 
there is a man on the pension rolls who 
tells his friends that he gives his $190 
pension to his wife every year to buy 
jewelry with. Another buys silver orna- 
ments which he has engraved as memo- 
rials of incidents of the war. Of two 
sisters, one of whom is opulent, the oth- 
er in poor circumstances, both widows of 
confederate veterans, it is told that a 
pension goes to the wealthy one while 
the other is prevented from drawing one 
through the constitutional limitation. 
Many believed that by a proper revision of 
t!.» pension laws, by which the pensions 
should go only to'the needy and worthy, 
the state would save thousands, perhaps 
a hundred thousand or two hundred

The thefts were not the work of high- 
way robbers, as has been reported, but 
the artistic manipulations of smooth 
crooks who have been quite bold in their 
operations and who have made already 
sonie very remunerative hauls. 

All the robberies have been reported to 
the city detectives and the best men in 
the department are working on the cases. 
It is believed that the thieves will be 
caught if they have not already left the 
city. 

One arrest was made last eevning, but 
the prisoner, who was the notorious 
Harry Raymond, or “Biue-eyed Harry,” 
as he is cajled. was turned loose soon 
after he was takén into custody by the 
detectives. 

The thefts are iregarded as pocket- 
wicking, such as occurs now and then in 
all large cities, and the fact that the rob- 
beries took place in the depot and ona 
Street car does not necessarily reflect 
upon the city police. 

Dr. Hanchett, the heaviest loser by the 
thefts, states that he cannot see in what 
way the police were to blame. 

“I allowed some rascals to get the best 
of me,’ he says. “and I have suffered 
considerable loss, but lack of vigilance on 
the part of the police or the detectives 
Cannot be charged in my vcase.”’ 

Pocket Picked on a Car. 

Dr. Hanchett is stopping at the Kimball 
house, having come to Atlanta on a busi- 
ness trip. Yesterday morning he went in- 
to the Fourth National bank and the 
Lowry Banking Company, where he had 
some large bills changed into thoge of 
smaller denominations, He placed $198 in 
bills in his pocketbook ana put the book 
in his hip pocket. All of tunis must have 
been seen by the men who later on picked 
his pocket. The doctor boarded a Peach- 
tree trolley car at the corner of Marietta 
street and as he did so four young men 
entered the car, One of them staggered 
against him as if drunk. After riding a 
block the four young men jumped from 
the car and hurried away without paying 
any fare. A few moments later the doc- 
tor put his hand in his pocket and. ex- 
claimed: 

“Somebody has robbed me.” 

T&e voung men had too far a start to 
be overtaken and the doctor did the best 
thing. and that was to report the affair 
to the police. z 

Dr. Hanchett was asked by a reporter 
for The Constitution if he was assaulted 
and he replied: 

“No; I was not. Nobody took hold of 
me. One of the men fell against me and 
this caused some confusion. I suppose 
that was the time one of the Other three 
slipped my pocketbook from my pocket. 
lt was a simple case of bpocket-picking.”’ 

Two Cases at Union Depot. 

W. C. Dodson, of the wWodson Printers’ 
Supply Company, reports that his pocket 
was picked at the depot Monday after- 
noon, 

“I went to the train f0 see my wife 
and son off,” says Mr. Dodson, “and I 
had $20 in a pocketbook: to give to my 
Son. As I stepped on the coach two or 
three young men brushed against me and 
I was slightly pushed to one side. When 
I entered the coach and placed my hand 
in my pocket to get out the money the 
burse was gone. One of those young men 
had picked my pocket. I don’t think I 
could identify the men if I was to see 
them again.’’ 

C. M. Holland, who is employed in the 
office of commissioner of public works. 
has reported to the police that a valuable 
diamond stud was clipped from his shirt 
front while he was riding on a coach 
from the union depot to the Whitehall 
street crossing Monday afternoon. He 
states that two young mén jostied against 
him as he stepped on the train. The dia- 
mond was not missed until] he was met 
by a friend on Whitehall street. 

These three robberies bring the detec- 
tives to the irresistible conclusion that 
a gand of professional pickpockets is in 
town. 

Harry Raymond was arrested at the 
turf exchange. just outside the city limits, 
yesterday afternoon, but as no one could 
identify him and there was no proof 
against him, he was turned loose. Ray- 
mond has been under arrest in Atlante 
before on suspicion, but each time he has 
escaped prosecution. 

Sergeant Bedford is giving the matter 
his close personal attention and has de- 
tailed some of his best men to investi- 
gate the robberies.

“I am pretty certain he is the man who 
staggered against me on the car at the 
time my pocket was picked.” 

Varill and Drew claim to have come 
from Louisville to look for work. The 
officers say they have been loafing around 
the city and betting on horse races. 


NEW YORKER IS ENJOINED 


Charles Bréadway Rouss Figures in 
Atlanta Case. 


SHERIFF ALSO RESTRAINED 


McClure Company Temporarily Pre- 
vents Rouss and Sheriff Nelms 
from Collecting Judgment. 


Charles Broadway Rouss, the wealthy 
New York merchant, has been temporari- 
ly enjoined by Judge Lumpkin from pfro- 
ceeding with the collection of a judgment 
against the McClure Ten Cent Company, 
of this city. The notice of injunction will 
be served on Dent & Gay, the Atlanta 
attorneys of Mr. Rouss, as he is a non- 
resident. Sheriff Nelms is also enjoined 
in the same case from serving a fi. fa. 
on the company for the amount of the 
judgment, Judge Lumpkin set the case 
for a hearing on March 30th, when he will 
determine whether the injunction shall 
be permanent. 

The amount involved in the case is 
$213.73, for which !t appears J. A, Fisher, 
who is employed by the McClure com- 
pany, is indebted to Mr. Rouss. The New 
Yorker secured a garnishment against 
the company for the amount and on 
March 9th Judge Lumpkin took judgment 
against the company because they had 
failed to answer the garnishment. 

A fi. fa. was placed in the hands of 
Sheriff Nelms for service, but the com- 
pany, through its attorney, Hugh M. 
Dorsey, procured the restraining order 
before ft was served. The company gives 
as a reason for not answering the gar- 
nishment that they had never been served 
with notice.

They also claim that 
even had they been gerved, it is contrary 
to law to enter judgment by default 
against a garnishee for failure to answer 
the summons. 


SHIPPERS AND THE RAILWAYS 


Meeting Held in Chicago To Con- 
sider Friction Which Exists. 
Chicago, March 19.—Representatives of 
eestern and southern shipping interests 
and members of the southern classifica- 
tion committee met here today and ex- 
changed views regarding the friction 
vhich has existed for some time between 
local shippers and the _ transportation 

companies. 

A year ago the classification commit- 
tee advanced in Class cver two-thirds of 
the 2,600 items of merchandise. This 
caused small shippers to complain, as 
the burden of the increased freight rates 
feil upon them, while the big shippers 
who dealt in car load lots escaped.

“t believe it to be to the carriers’ in- 
terests tv foster small shippers. Turans- 
portation companies can get a better 
average rate from many small shippers 
than from a few large ones, and it should 
be remembered that large shippers are 
constantly pressing for lower rates and 
individual advantages, while the esemall 
shippers are heard not in the case except 
through commercial organizations.”

Dissatisfied Negroes Live in Elbert 
and ithe Surrounding 
Counties. 


Governor Candler had some interest- 
ing callkcrs yesterday, Two negro women 
end a man from Elbert county, upon al? 
of whom the signs of age were appar- 
ent, called at his office and said they 
wanted to be cent to Liberia. They had 
heard about the movement of negroes 
toward Liberia, and thought ff they could 
get there they would be in a land flowing 
with milk and honey. 

They informed the governor that there 
are between 600 and 1,000 negroes in El- 
bert and surrounding counties in that 
section of the state who ere all desirous 
of being sent to Liberia. The negroes 
appear to be in a state of unrest, and 
have become imbued with the belief that 
they can better their condition if hey 
can be landed once more on Africa's 
shecres. 

Governor Candler told them he fre- 
gretted he could do nothing for them. 
The state had not brought any negrees 
over frem Africa, he said, nor could it 
send any there. He advised the repre- 
sentatives of the negroes desiring to eml- 
grate to see Bishop Turner, who has 
taken an earnest interest in the Liberian 
movement.

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RUSH ORDERS FOR 
TROOPS TO LEAVE 


Companies L and K Prepare for the 
Philippines. 


TROOPS TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


Orders Received Yesterday Name 
April 5th as Sailing Date. 


IN PACKING UP 


MEN ARE ENGAGED 


Departure of Companies L and EK 
from Fort Leaves Few Officers 


for the New Regiment. 


Acting under rush orders from the 


war department companies L and K, of 
the Eleventh infantry, now at Fort Mc- 
Pherson, are hurriedly preparing to leave 
for San Francisco, whence they will sail 
on April Sth for the Philippines. 

The order for immediate departure 
was received by Colonel French com- 
manding the post, yesterday morning. 
It came as a complete surprise, and was 
received with jubilation by the men of the 
two companies. Colonel French stated 
last night that he had given the neces- 
sary orders for his men to pack their 
belongings, and that they would leave. for 
San Francisco as soon as transportation 
could be arranged. This will probably 
be the last of the present week or the 
first of next. The telegram received at 
regimental headquarters yesterday from 
the war department is as follows? 

Orders are in preparation for the regimental 
headquarters and the Third battalion of the 
Eleventh regiment to proceed to San Fran- 
cisco in ample time to sail for Manila from 
there April 5th. Enlisted men having three 
months or less to serve and not willing to re- 
enlist will be left at stations. Companies are 
to be filled to war maximum as far as possible 
before departure. Non-commissioned officers 
left behind are not reduced to rank. 

Of the Third battalion of the Eleventh 
infantry, companies L and K, are sta- 
tioned at Fort MePhérson, ‘while the re- 
mainder of the battalion is on duty at 


Fort Ethan Allen and Governor's island. 

Company L left Fort McPherson last 
Monday morning for’ Waco, Ga., where 
arrangement had been made for a week 
of target practice on the government 
rifle range. One of the first orders is- 
sued by Colonel French yesterday was 
for the immediate return of company L 
to headquarters, where it will arrive this 
morning. 

The urgency of the orders from Wash- 
ington is taken as an indication that 
the war in the Philippines is not over 
despite the campaign promise that no 
signs of the insurgent army would be 
left in two months after the re-election 
of McKinley. 

Personally, the officers and men of the 
Elaventh are delighted at the order, 
which means active service for them. 
They are tired of the routine duties of 
post life, and have for some time looked 
forward with pleasure to service in the 
Philippines. 

Company F Being Formed. 

Company E, of the Twenty-sixth regi- 
ment, with its quota of 150 men, is com- 
plete, and the recruiting officers are now 
engaged in filling up the ranks of com- 
pany F. 

The departure of L and K, of the Elev- 
enth, will leave the companies of 
the new regiment short of officers, as 
several officers of the Eleventh have had 
temporary command of the recruits of 
the Twenty-sixth. 

Company Kk, when it leaves, will take 
along a library of 260 volumes purchased 
by the men since their arrival at Fort 
McPherson. The library will go with the 
men to the Philippines, and will be found 
useful in whiling away many an idle 
hour, waiting for the Filipinos to make 
their appearance.

PLANS TO BE DISCUSSED 


Dr. Holderby Says the Chief Will 
Be Backed by Ministers and 
30,000 Church Mem- 
bers in His Sunday 
Crusade.

Dr. A. G. Holderby, 
chairman of the committee on Sabbath 
desecration of the ministers’ association, 
and Chief Turner will meet tais morning 
at 10 o'clock in the office of the board 
of county commissione:®*to confer in 
reference to the matter and to join hands, - 
as it were, in the crusade. 

The plans of the campaign against the 
Sunday law violations will be thoroughly 
discussed and the chief will be offered the 
of the ministers in carrying 
out his plans. Dr. Holderpy states that 
Chief Turner will be backed not only by 
the ministers, but by 30,000 church mem- 
bers. 

Dr. Hokierby will acquaint himself with 
al] of the details of the course to be pur- 
sued by the chief and he wifl submit a 
report of the progress of the crusade to 
the next meeting of the Ministers’ 
so@iat.on, which is to be held the first 
Monday in April. The committee on Sab- 
bath desecration is under instructions to 
act in the matter and the committee is 
proving very energetic in its efforts to se- 
cure the suppression of violations of the 
Sunday Jaw. Dr. Holderby . announces 
that the ministers are in the fight to the 
finish and with th eco-operation of Chief 
Turner the movement wiil be pushed 
vV-gorously. 

Dr. Holderby was seen iast night in 
reference to the matter and in answer to 
questions said: 

“IT am glad to see that Chief Turner has 
taken so pronounced a stand in regard to 
the enforcement of law and he will cer-

as- 


tainly have the. assistance of the min- 
isters. They will stand by him through- 
out the fight and in addition to th.s he 
will be backed by 39,000 church members 
of the city. He is the proper person to 
prosecute this movement, as he is an 
Officer of the law and has a force of 
policemen who can procure witnesses and 
look after the matter in a business-like 
manner. 

“Chief Turner says he will give Chief 
Manly a reasonable length of time to en- 
force the law in the city and if it is not 
done I think Chief Turner weuid be right 
in coming into the clty. 

“The fact of the business 1s,” continued 
Dr. Holderby, ‘“‘that Chief Manly is 
simply respecting the city law in prefer- 
ence to the state law. ‘he state law gays 
tnat the sale orf ail unnecessary artlicies 
and all unnecessary work shall nut be 
permitted on Sunday and the city law 
overrides the state law and says, in ei- 
tect. that the sale of unnecessary articies 
snall ve alowed on Sunday. 

‘On the other hand Chief Turner re- 
garus tne Sstaie law as greater than the 
Clly iaw and ne says that the state law 
must be oveyed. Atlanta is located in 
kuiton county and 1 see no reason why 
Chies Turner should not enforce the law 
in tne city as well as in the county.’’ 

The Inman Fark Presbyterian church

After the commitment the detectives 
took Jones to the Tower and turned him 
over to a young man who was Icoking 
after the office of the iall.

The detectives thought the prisoner was 
safe and left the Tower. The voung man 
in the office heard the front door bell! ring 
and he left the prisoner and went to the 
door. When he got back the negro hada 
fled. 

The negro, who is a very smooth crook, 
saw a chance to get away, and he lost 
no time in opening the window and ieap- 
ing into the street. 

The detectives state that they had sev- 
eral cases against Jones, and that the 
burglary case alone would have given him 
ten or fifteen years.

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#,000,000 Spindles Will Be Idle Until 
May 8th. 
CAUSED DECLINE ‘IN COTTON 


Pork Was Feature in Chicago Mar- 


ket—Stock Market Was Active 


and Buoyant All Day. 


New York, March 19.—The cotton market 


‘opened steady with prices unchanged to 2 


points higher, although a decline had been 
looked for owing to a disappointing Liverpool 
cable, Following the opening there was an ad- 
vance of 1@3 points on some . positions 
on buying orders received here in response 
‘to over night wire orders. As soon as the 
outside buying orders had been sent, local 
pressure was renewed under heavy receipts and 
further unsatisfactory accounts from Fall 
River, the latter in effect being that. mills 
representing a total of 2,000,000 spindles had 
agreed to shut down from now until May 8, 
which meant a reduction of but 25,000 bales 
at most in consumption of cotton and a reduc- 
tion of but 1,000,000 pieces of cloths, Liqui- 
dation once more became the controlling in- 
fluence, and with renewed selling, also by the 
bear contingent, prices dropped sharply from 
the level indicated by 8.26 for May to 8.10 
for that position. This decline was very sharp, 
but was finally arrested by covering and the 
appearance of some good buying for a reac- 
tion.

BURNED DISTRICT 
WILL BE REBUILT! 


New Houses To Be Erected on Loyd 
Street. 


BUILDING PERMITS ISSUED 


Structures. Will Cost the Owners A 
Total of $66,000. 


STORES TO BE CONSTRUCTED OF BRICK 


Larger Building Will Be Five Stories 
High, While the Smaller Will 
Consist of Three Floors. 


Permits were issued yesterday by Citv 
Building Inspector Pittman for the re- 
building at once of the burned district— 
the site of the old Markham house. 

All of the stores destroyed by fire re- 


cently will be rebuilt at a total cost of 


$66,000. Two permits were issued to Dr. 
R. D. Spalding, W. A. Speer, D. O. 
Dougherty and others yesterday aggre- 
gating that amount. 

Fronting on Loyd street, a five-story 
brick building will be erected. This will 
embrace stores Nos. 16, 18, 20, 22, 24 and 
26 on that thoroughfare. The total cost 
of these stores will be $36,000. 

The same owners were given permission 
to rebuild the store formerly occupied by 
the wholesale grocery of J. J. & J. E. 
Maddox, which had a frontage of 150 feet 
on the Georgia railroad between Loyd and 
Collins streets. 

This building will be three stories high 
and constructed of brick. The large base- 
ment is not included in the estimate of 
stories. The buHding will measure 150x 
150 feet and will cost $30,000. 

G. L. Normann, the architect, has been 
commissioned to draw the plans and the 
work of building will be in the hands of 
M. T. Lewman & Co. It is understood 
that the work of rebuilding will begin 
48 soon as possible and will be carried 
forward with alj possible speed. 

The building inspector's office yester- 
day also issued a number of permits for 
repairs to old buildings or those damaged 
by fire or other causes. These permits 


aggregated more than $1,000.

The occupations of these students !n- 
clude clerks, stenographers, students, col- 
lectors, office boys, bookkeepers, printers, 
mechanics, shipping clerks, cutters, cabi- 
net makers, machinists, mill hands, paint- 
ers, foremen, stereotypers, electricians, 
salesmen, cashiers, wrappers, stock keep- 
ers, mail clerks, window trimmers, wite 
workers, elevator @boys, glass workers, 
bookbinslers, gas fitters, cigar makers, 
plumbers, band sawvers, upholsterers, fin- 
ishers, typewriter repairers, molders, phy-

With this in mind, a speciai 
three months’ course in bookkeeping and 
stenography, covering three nights per 
week, will be given, provided sufficient in- 
terest is manifested to warrant the neces- 
sary financial expenditure. Young men 


desiring to fit themselves for better posl- 


tions will do wel] to investigate this line 
of work. 

The regular course of study will close 
with this week, and the examinations will 
be held next week. The closing or com- 
mencement exercises wil] be held on Tues- 
day night, April 2d, particulars regarnding 
whieh will be given later.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


The passenger department of the lines 
in vicucy are being kept busy mak- 
ing preparations for the usual crop of 
spring and summer conventions and 
meetings. Reduced rates during the com- 
ing months to the principal points in the 
east and west will be the rule rather than 
the exception.

The latest evidence in this re- 
spect is the announcement thatthe 
Goulds have acquired control of the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande and will soon have 
the Rio Grande Western.

Parsons and Dallas to Galveston, and that 
the ’Frisco, extending from St. Louis 
south to Paris, and southwest to Okla- 
homa, will soon be acquired by the 
Goulds.
